COMMERCIAL LEAGUE IS 


SUPPORTED BY CITIZENS 


Representative Men of the Com* 


munity Gather to Discuss the 


Making of a Greater Reno 


The headquarters of 
the 
Nevada 


Commercial 
League 
proved 
alto- 


gether Inadequate to 
accommodate 


t;ie crowds that gathered last night 
to discuss ways and means for boost- 
Ing Reno. Special efforts had been 
made to get the representative men 
of the community Interested In the 
meeting to the point of attending, and 
they were entirely successful, In fact 
far more so than Secretary Bride had 
anticipated. There were accommo- 
dations for only about fifty people, 
and more than doublt that number 
were present, though many left be- 
cause of there being no seats and the 
Impossibility of hearing anything of 
the dlscuslons way back In the other 
room, where they had to stop. 


The slogan of the 
meeting was 


"Boost for Reno," 'anJ the spirit of 
it pervaded the meeting and inspired 
the discussions of the various sub- 
jects that xvere brought up for action. 
There was no dissension, everybody 
being enthused with the possibilities 
at hand for pushing Reno into the 
place that rightly belongs to her, In 
the commercial as well as Industrial 
world. All classes of men were rep- 
resented and from many expressions 
were had which plainly showed that 
the community Is as one with regard 
to the furtherance of any project or 
enterprise that will tend to the pro- 
gress and upbuilding of Reno. 


The first matter to be taken up was 


the direct advertising of this city, Its 
resources and possibilities. The com- 
mittee appointed to take this matter 
In hand made a report which em- 
bodied the suggestion that the first 
advertising step to be taken should 
be the printing of literature In the 
nature -of a series of four-page fold- 
ers, the size to allow for Inclosing In 
a common commercial envelope ,and 
to bo used us a "filler" by the mer- 
chants, professionals men, bankers, 
etc.. Ih all their correspondence with 
outside firms and individuals. Those 
folders to set forth some particular 
advantage offered by Reno to men In 
certain class of business. They will 
be partly an advertisement for the 
man who uses them and partly for 
Reno as a city, the Intention being 
to devote two pages to matter per- 
tinent to the sender's business, and 
the other two pages to facts and fig- 
ures about Reno. 


It was also decided to 
publish a 


thirty-two-page booklet, 
to contain 


about slxtoon pages of text and the 
remalndr' pictures 
illustrative 
of 


Reno today. These will be chosen 
with great oare, so as to be thorough- 
ly representative of the 
best 
that 


Reno has. There will be the finest 
buildings that the city boasts of, live 
street scenes, manufacturing plants 
already here, etc. Several thousands 
of these \vll be printed and distribut- 
ed where they wil do the most gooJ. 


A report was made by the com- 


mittee that had charge of the matter 
of obtaining a site fnr the Marbellte 
Plaster Company, which wishes to lo- 
cate here. A location has been se- 
cured near the old reduction works, 
anil sufficient money to buy It out- 
right has already been pledged. This 
wil bring this Industry here, and con- 
stitutes the first work of this nature 
done by the league. Great encour- 
agement was had from a number of 
speakers regarding this great work, 
each one emphasizing the Importance 
of this feature of the league's activi- 
ties, and promising "his suport In tho 
efforts of the organization to bring 
more Industries here. 


An address was maJe during the 


course of the evening by Mr. Sim- 
mons of the Reno Grocery Company", 
the first jobbing house In Nevada, Ho 
related how the merchants had at 
• first tried to discourage him from es- 
tablishing a house here, but how he 
had found within a very short time a 
success that was far beyond what he 
had anticipated. He said from hta ex- 
' perlence he felt assured that there 


was room In Reno for a number of 
jobbing houses ,and that there was 
no reason why capital 
Invested 
In 


such enterprises here, should not be 
able to successfully compete 
with 
jobbers In Salt Lake and San Fran- 
cisco. 


Regarding the deceptive vital sta- 


tistics that reflect upon 
the 
tru* 
health conditions of 'Reno, the tsecre-- 
tary was Instructed to 
notify 
the 


city health officer that It Is the de- 
sire, of the community that all cases 
of death be closely scrutinised anJ 
a segregation made In .his reports of 
those cases which have come In here 
from the outside, and those that can 
be classed as belonging here. 


L. B. Self called to the attention of 


the meeting the cupillty of some of 
the boarding-house keepers of Reno, 
whose grasping and greedy proclivi-
